UNHAPPY POLAND. 

&&BBiEi.''a Pretext for Begrlnalasr b, 
• " Eolgn of Terror. 

Nkw YokK, April Iti. - A cable special 
to the World from London saya: Russia's 
tyranny in Poland is becoming more and 
more intenao.' Th^rij is' a report, which 
receives' wide consideration, that the 0-;ir 
is contetuplating declaring the people uf 
Poland guilty of fonneiiting rebellion 
against hisiauthority,- for the purpose of 
diverting the attention of the public from 
the growing strength of nihilism, and af- 
fording a pretext foJ a reign of blood and 
terror, which it is hoped may crush the 
nihilists. This policy is said to bo the 
outcome of the military council held by 
the Czar and the rulers of the various 
BtUBsian govaroments. It is siud that 
General Albedonski, Governor General of 
Russian Poland, left the cnuiicil armed 
with authority to dragoon that unhapjiy 

'country into revolt, and that he found ii 
fitting lieutenant in Major Ooneral and 
Baron Medem, tJovernor of Warsaw. The 

.indications of this uUogod imperial coii- 

Japiracy are the sudden increase of the 
number of police spies, the frequency of 
midnight arrests'witliout warrants, iho im- 
position of new tuxes, and especially the 
revival of the system of revenue farming 
,'aiid the shafneful' brutalities perpetrated 
by the police upon women and young 

■girls during their frequent domiliciary 
visits. A. rigid censorship of the press 
has been established throughout Poland, 

•and but few hints of the real condition of 
affiairs can be obtained from the Polish 
papers.

The officer hold 
the .$20 pi"ce in his hand, ready to pa.ss 
it over, Lut at that instant i.'ave a pre 
arranged signal and three witiie.ss(>s 
Kicd into the room. A deputy sherill' 
was telegraphed for und Bernian was 
taken to jail, where iJ20,000 worth of 
j(!welry was found secreted in his cloth- 
ing, none of which appeared upon the 
list of a.ssets. Piatt was also arrested.

Increase of Crime Ainoni; Col- 
oured People ill South Cnro~ 
Una— A B»«I Record. 

( CuAKLKSTON, S. C, April 12. — Cfinie 
I among negroes in this State is said to 
be increasing. At the present terra of 
the court in Marion County twenty 
coloured persoii.n were a nt to the pen- 
itentiary. <.)ne was convicted of beat 
ing his child to Je.ttli, another for fatal 
ly whipping a coloured man, two were 
convicted of shooting an inoflensiva 
coloured farmer, and' four otiiers were 
sent to prison for riot. At the Spring 
tertn in Newberry County fourteen 
convicts were sent to the penitentiary, 
thirteen of whom were coloured. In 
Laurens County seven negroes were 
convicted and no , whites. In Union 
County -nine negroes were convicted 
and two whites. In Spartanburg 
County Ofteen negroes were convicted 
and live whites. In other circuits the 
ratio of crime between whites and neg- 
roes was about the same.

The oaae of Gilbert Soott is intetesting. 
He is the son of one of the greateat of 
England's architects, a fairly anccossful 
architect himself, and an author of con- 
siderable repute. Taking to brandy whilo 
miller the pressure of literary work, he 
abandoned his home, acted with immor- 
ality, and had doluaions. He e^copeJ 
twice from the lunatic asyluni in which he 
was confined, resumed professional work 
with his ordinary ability, smv an eminent i 
publiaher about a forthcoming book, and 
convinced him of his sanity, and finally 
appealed for the first time to a tribunal 
established t>yenty years ago of a jury of 
twenty-two and a judge. The most op- 
posite opiniotis wore given, but in the end 
the jury unanimously found him insane. 
He had been examined himself, and im- 
mediately afterward ubscutided, it is sup- 
poaed to France.

cently married, had taken a poaittoti 
among the leatling families of the 
county. All (,'stiangement which, how- 
ever, did not reach an open ru|)ture 
sprang up lietween tlii' couple, the 
causes of which gave food for much 
gossip. The end was reached some 
days ago, when Mrs. Ritchie pa>d a 
visit to iliis pliiee and purchased £^ large 
tjuantity of strychnine. On the way 
home, a neighbor who became aware 
of her iiitenlions drove to the husband's 
residence and told him of his fears. 
Ritchie mounted a fleet horse and set 
out to meet his wife and prevent her 
taking the poison. 

When Mrs. Ritlii(i saw her husband 
a])|)roa(;hing she stopped the buggy, 
and stundiiif; it it, the strychnine hot 
tie to her hps and hail just drained it 
as her husband placed his hand upon 
her elbow and dasiied the bott le luvay. 
Sinking into her seat, the woman said: 
'■You are too late, ] have taken enough 
to kill mi\ My life has beeti a living 
hell." Nothing could avail and death 
followed. Dr. iS'ewiunn found at the 
])osl mortem a draclim of strychnine 
in the stomach. The deceased was '.'0 
years old.

THE (JLADSTONE GOVERNMENT. 

All ndininistriitious, however promising 
tlu' inospccts inny liiive been with which 
tht'V coimiieiict'cl business, unci wlmtuver 
success thoy luiiy hiivu achievud, sooner or 
latter arrive iit a point when their n.seful- 
ness must be considered gime. Mr. Glad- 
stone's administration is no exception to the 
rule. It has arrived at that poiut when it 
is instinctively felt that a new departure is 
necessary in tho iutorosts of the empire. 
Though originally 'n government of great 
promise its reeord has boon one of very iu- 
diii'orent porformanco; and though it essay- 
ed to do great things it civiniot really bo said 
to have accomplished much; but lilte a 
horse in a mill has been going round and 
round without making any progress. The 
great Irish i[Uestion which it undertook to 
grind is apparently as much uiiground as 
over. Its domestic pohcy has been a 
grotesque jumble of compromise antl co- 
ercion, both of which in tho euso of Ireland 
seem to have boon equally unsuccessful. 
Mr. Gladstone and his cabinet apx)oar to 
have been as little able to uuderataad the 
Irish people as they have been to win their 
confidence. Their management of matters 
arising out of difHculties with the Boers in 
Transvaal was equally tmsatisfactory and 
will probably prove still more so in the 
future, as tho Boers have not a unjustifiable 
idoft that they have had their own way. 
As to a foreign policy, Mr. Gladstone seems 
to have thotight that totally unnecessary, 
although it is dillicult to imagine how any 
empire can exist with safety without nar- 
rowly watching the clouds, oven though 
they are no bigger than a man's hand, 
that are constantly coming up on the hor- 
rizoii, and presaging future ditilcultics if 
they are not judiciously checkmated. The 
favorite idea of the Gladstone cabinet scums 
fo have been to circumscribe tho responsi- 
bilities of the empire and not interfere with 
anybody. Tho theory would hiivo been 
beautiful in its simplicity if otlier people 
would only have agreed to a similar policy. 
.\fter allowing tho Egyptian matter to ar- 
rive nt a crisis thoj' reluctlantly, and after 
much vacillation, had to coerce the Egypt- 
ians with an expensive expedition; but they 
had no policy regarding Kgypt except to 
•-■withdraw as soon as poa&ible fsoA virtually 
-abandon the country to their favorite pan- 
acea homo rule, although the whole history 
of Egypt .shows how eminently unfitted it 
was for such a condition. They did this 
too at a time when another cloud of rebel- 
lion was already advancing far away in the 
Soudan. Then there was another cri.sis, 
slaughtered garrisons and massacred ex- 
l)editions until, after more vacillation, on- 
other pxjiedition had to bo sent amid tho 
jeers of the civilized world that a govern- 
ment which had virtually been appointed 
guardian of the country, should have .so 
grossly neglected its duty. Thanks 
to the English troops and their 
generals the tide of disaster was 
stayed and the Gladstone government 
was once more safe in its lease of power, 
and unmindful of maasaured gurriaoiis or 
even of tiio critical position of General 
(Jordon (sent to bribe or cajole the Arab 
chiefs) who waa then shut up in Khar- 
touni, found time to ticjtle its supporters 
with another franchiae bill. Even tlie 
sudden annexation of Merv by tiio Rus- 
sians on their way to the frontiers of 
India BBemed to cause tlio govoniiuent no 
miBsgivings, although an event whicli will 
have no distant connectioi: with troubles 
which may arise either with Turkey or 
Egypt in tlie future. It is a little singu- 
lar that a government which had run the 
gauntlet Hucceasfully on serioua questions 
that affected tho national reputation 
shtJTild have at last: come to grief on a cat- 
tle bill as we read in the last (jespatches. 
There can bo no question as to the ability 
of Mr. Gladstone — in fact, it inigiit bo al- 
most niiid ho has too much ability. Ho 
is too versatile and cover too mucli sur- 
face. Ho certainly cannot be regarded as 
belonging to tho (irst order of compre- 
hensive and far-seeing statesinon which 
requires a greater concentration of facul- 
ties. Ho is, perhaps, better adapted for 
a single department of agovoniinent than 
a leader, and is certainly unrivalled as a 
chancellor of the exchequer. Ho has a 
stronger bias for tearing down than for 
building up, and thi.i was curiously exem- 
plified in his mania for cutting down 
trees; the result both politically and 
physically has, wo fear, only ondoraed 
Lord Churchill's sarcastic exclamation — 
" Chips ! nothing but chips !" When we 
consider his age, the conilictiug elonients 
he undertook to assimilato in liia cabinet 
and the severe labor which everything 
seemed to conspire to inflict upon him, 
it tnuat be admitted he ia a wonderful 
man, though he is evidently not free from 
some foibles, and iinproased many with a 
certain want of stability of cliuracter 
whicli it is difficoit to define. Tho Eng- 
lish people have now had some experiences 
of tho iiiconvonionco.'! of attending tho 
modern radical party in power oven in a 
modified phase. Tho chief of thcao aeems 
to have \>een. that every, man Ijad » policy 
of his own, while the goVorniaont had 
none at all. The conservative and Ubejal 
parties ought to constitute a useful chock 
upon each other; but wheibono proves it^ 
self utterly impracticable tho balance ia 
destroyed. The radical progrunimo boiled 
down is almost childish in its crude aelf- 
ishneas— It simply laeiiua got and keep all 
you can at aa amalj au tirpsnfle aa posjiible, 



and leave other people to take cure of 
themselves, (juite ignoring the political 
necessity of looking after other people as 
a matter of self-preservation. .Should 
the Gladstone cabiiient be ousted, the one 
that succeeds it will probably consist of 
the Hower of the conservative party 
though under what leadership it is dilU- 
cult to say. 

COLCHESTEJi AND IPSWWU. 

Colchester, the city which experienced 
the most serious disturbance during the late 
earthquake iu Englninl, is a parlianientaiy 
and municipal borough in the county of 
Es.sex. It is on the Eastern Union Itailway, 
51 miles N. E. of London, oii the rivi-r 
Colue, which is here crossed by .'several 
hridgos. Colchester is supposed to have 
been one of tlio earliest Koiiiaii stations in 
Britain, and mnnerous coins and other aii- 
tiqlliticB have been found iu the ueiglibor- 
hootl. It was also a Sa.\oii town of note. 
It is woU built on tho fides and summit of 
ail einhienoo, where thuro are vestiges of its 
ancient walls; many antiquated dwellings; 
the iuqiosiug remains of au old uastlu, hu[>- 
poscd to have - been built by'Etlward the 
Elder, parts of which are now used for the 
town library iiiiil a prison; the relic of an 
iibljtiy and a priory; besides SfVi-i-nl aiieieiil 
cbiqiels. The town is of some iiiipiiitaiicc 
us II river [lort. Us luaiiufacture of ^ilU 
is declining, but it has sonio lualting trade 
niid thriving oyHter lislieiics. It possesses 
well ondowe<l hospitals, various money 
charities, aunion workhouse, tiiu town hall, 
house of correction, theatres, a small bar- 
racks, 8o\oral literary and scientific iiKsocia- 
tious, a custom house, market house, bond- 
ing warohousi's and a quay approached by 
vessels of LOO tons. L'tilehestor has a pop- 
ulation of lO.dUO, and sends two members 
to tho liouse of commons. Ipswich is the 
capital of the county of SutVolk. It is ^.it- 
uiitcd on the river Orwell, and is on the 
lino of the Eastern Counties niilway, lili 
miles N. K. of London. The town is irreg- 
ularly built, the stieets iii(>stly narrow and 
the houses old-fusliionecl, tliougli there are 
many new and sulislaiitial buildings. The 
jiriiicipul edifices aro the town and county 
halls, (juslom-house on the quay, market 
house, com eschango, the jail, an old mon- 
astery of IMack Friars, now used for a 
griuniiiur school and town library, a thea- 
tre, assouibly room and barracks. William 
the Comiuci or Imilt a castle here, the ruins 
of wliioh are still to he seen. Ipswich lias 
some uianufnctures of woolen cloth and 
yarn, besides extensive iron an,l soap fac- 
tories, lirewi'rios, snulV mills, and docks at 
which large vessels are built; but its chief 
tradt' is iu the import of coal and Baltic 
produce, and tho export of corn to Loudon. 
It has It population of 5U,000, and is ropre- 
sentod by two meinb'ors in the house of 
conimona. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 

President Arthur's hopes of securing 
tho republican noiiiinatiiui for president 
must bo fading away. Ho will have a 
pretty strong deputation from the south — 
perhaps a majority of all the delegates 
of that section; but his backing at tlie 
north ia light. Hiaownst.ite (Ne.v York) 
is quite pronounced against him, the 
delegates being meatly iu favor of a 
Blaine and Lincoln ticket. Arthur has 
made a good preaident. He has been 
conciliatory towards foreign nations and 
entirely roapoctablo in hia homo policy. 
Blaine, during the brief period he occupi- 
ed tlie post of Garfiold'a first minister, de- 
veloped a vigorous foreign policy which 
might soon have involved the country in a 
war with Chilli or Great Britain. It is 
not to be supposed that he has changed 
his views, and if ho should bo elected the 
United States might prove a moat trouble- 
some neighbor. Tho policy which Mr. 
lilaiiio had mapped out iu the Stuto Uc 
partmont was not only discontinued 
under Mr. Arthur, but reversed in a man- 
ner not at all complimentary to the retir- 
ing Secretary.

DEATH IN 'rilE TANKS.

Sn<l End of a Dishonest 
ICookkcepci*. 



William V. B. Wardwell, bookkeeper 
for Newman & Leviaon, of 131 Kearney 
atreet, died yesterday in the tanks of the 
city prison, to which ho had been taken 
on a charge of unibezxiing fronj hia em- 
ployers. The cause of his death was con- 
geation of the brain, caused by the excite- 
inont produced by hia arrest. Wai-dwell 
had been in the employ of tho firm for two 
years and a half, and until , recently had 
been considered above, reproach. Ho re- 
sided at l'J07 Clay street with his wife 
and four children, and waa well connected 
and respected by his maa; friends. He 
came to this city several years ago from 
Arizona, and at that time waa reputed to 
bo wealthy, but ho soon lost tho greater 
part of his nionoy by stock dealing. New- 
man it Lovison never suspected tlioir 
bookkeeper of any wrong-doing until last 
Thursday night. For some time past Mr. 
Lovisoii had noticed that Wardwell had 
been spending considerable money, and, 
thinking thia strange in a man who had a 
family tosiqiporl, he resolved to examiiio 
tho books. lie did this Thursday night, 
aiid|to his|unspoakable aaioiiisliinent found 
errors to tbu amount of $2b in tho ac 
counts. He immediately apprised Ward- 
well of this fact and asked for an explana- 
tion. Tho bookkeeper aeomod agitated 
when spoken to on tho matter, but read- 
ily prouiised to give an explanation when 
ho came to the store yesterday morning 
at 8 o'chick, his usual time of arrival. 
Mr. Lovison seonicd to bo satisUed for 
the time with this promise; but mean- 
while determined to make a further iny'os- 
tigation of tho books. Ho did so and 
found that the defalcations amounted to 
over SlOO, auil therefore asked Detective 
Rogers to be present when Wardwell 
camo to the store yoatorday morning to 
make his explanation, 

Rogers and Loyi'son were on hand yes- 
terday niurntng to hear the interesting ex- 
planation, and after waiting until 8:45 o'- 
clock tliey received a nolo from ^\'ardwoll 
saying that ho was unwell and could not 
come to tho store. The ofticer immediat- 
ely thought that tho bookkeeper was try- 
ing to caciqie, and hurrying out to his 
house, uacertaiticd from Mrs. Wardwell 
that her husband had de[)artcd very early 
in the morning. The next point was to 
ascertain was where the note had boon 
aout from. After coii.sidorable work the 
detectivu found tiuit Wardwell had sent 
it from the Bank Exchange, on the corner 
of Washington and Montgomery streets. 
Lovison and Rogers visited this place and 
ioiiiul Wardwell in the roar room. Ho 
did not deny the defalcations, but aakod 
for a sliint tunc to go around aiiiong his 
friends and raise enough money to repay 
what he had taken. |Uotective llogera,how- 
over, told him ho Would have to take him 
to the City Hall, where hia frieiida could 
come and see him. 

Wardwell waa thoroughly searched be- 
fore he ttaa taken to the prison, when he 
was placed in one of the colla known as 
the tanks and charged on the register with 
fellony embez;;luuient. The arrest waa 
made at 10 o'clock, and about an hour 
^fterwards tho prison-keeper, upon viait- 
ing his cell, found tho dishonored book- 
kooper iu convulsions on tho door. Ho 
was taken immediatoly into lha receiving 
hospital, whore tho Police Surgeon treat- 
ed him for atrychiiiiio poisoning. After 
working mi him for half an hour Dr. Den- 
nis, finding Wardwell considerably bofer, 
went to attend another patient. Ho had 
gone but a few moments, however, when 
he wa.s recalled to tiie bookkeeper by 
hearing loud screams from hia room. 
Wardwell was then blaok in the face and 
to all appearancea dead, but tho Police 
.Surgeon, thinking that a spark of life 
might .still linger in hia body, applied tho 
electric battery. All efiorts wore without 
avail, however, as life was extinct. 

The body was removed to the Morgue, 
whore an autopsy revealed congestion of 
the brain, produced by excitement, to bo 
the cause of death. Tho autopsy exploded 
all fragments of the sensational theory of 
Ward well's suicide. T|ie deceased was a 
fine appearing man of middle age,tan and 
woll built, with brown hair and whisk- 
ors.— S. F. Call.
